application frame arriving at an ingress junctor so as to extract therefrom the IP address of the 
destination, by searching in a cache table of the junctor for a pair opposite the relevant IP 
address and opposite the ingress logical path and by using the translation obtained for all the 
cells of the PDU application frame. The cache table is updated by virtue of the routing 
information originating from the routing emulation function residing in the management 
module. A request to update the cache is transmitted to the management module if the 
sought-after IP address is not located thereat or if the information opposite this address is too 
old. Such a process may find particular application in ATM communications networks. ~
